It was a substantial 
building whem in 1801 there were but seventy 
whites end ninety-seven blacks in the city, and 
when the annual city taxon each five-acre lot 
wes 37} cents, on each ten-acre lot 42 cents, and 
on each twenty-acre lot 50 cents a year~+the 
total city tazes amounting to $99 87. 

At that time there were in Louisville eight 
stores, six taverns, and one billiard saloon. This 
was two years before policemen wore first ap- 
pointed in the city. In 1806 the Board of Trus- 
tees passed a resolution that dogs running. at 
large should be outlawed. The war on dogs be- 
gan then, and it has been followed up ever since. 

BSTABLISHMENT OF POLACE FORCE. 

The first policemen appointed by the Trustees 
were James Patton, E. L. Hall, John Hinkle, 
John Nelson and Peter Fountain. At that time 
Samuel Vail was printer for the Board of Trus 
tees, and his bill for services during the year 
was $825. 

In 1810 the citizens petitioned for a patrol, and 
John Ferguson and Ed. Dowling were appointed 
watchmen. Very soon afterwards William Fer- 
guson was directed to build a watch-house at the 
east end of the market-house, which wag on 
Market, between Fourth and Fifth streets. This 
watcb-house was twelve by fourteen feet in the 
elear, with a log floor, a lapped shingle roof and 
a rough partition. 

In 1811 the watchmen were required to patrol 
from ten o'clock at night to daybreak—to cry the 
hours, and to hail and stop ali persons found 

broad in the streets, and if they could not give 
a good account of themselves the watchmen were 
authorized to lock them up until daybreak. In 
May, 1811, Wm. Farquhar, John Ferguson and 
Ed. Dowling were removed from the watch for 
inattention to their duties. The pay of a watch- 
man was then about 8280 a year, 

FORTY-FIVE YEARS AGO, 

Asthe city grew in population the number of 
officers had to be increased, and the jail accom- 
modations had to be enlarged, so the old stone 
jail was built. 

Among the old citizens still living who were 
men forty-five years ago, when the old stone jail 
was ore of the most important institutions in 
the city, are Judge Joyce, Judge Pirtle, J. A. 
Barnett, T. M. Erwin, Squire Harris, Alfred 
Harris, Henry Wolford, Capt. Gay, Elijah Ap 
plegate, David L. Beatty, Capt. Bowles, Phil- 
Hacker, W. Williams, Hugh Curry, Jas. Mather, 
Mair D. 8. Benedict, Henry Duncan, James 
Graham, and perhaps others whose names are 
not now remembered. 

They remember when the county clerk's office 
was on the north-east corner of Sixth and Jeffer- 
son streets. At election times the voting of the 
whole county was all done there. The voting 
lasted three days, and there were sometimes 
great fights about the polls. Just west of the 
clerk's office was a large pen used for the safe 
keeping of horses or other animals found astray; 
and when individuais had imbibed so much corn 
juice that they became belligerent and wanted 
to fight eaca other, the friends or police put them 
im the stray pen and allowed them to fight it out 
there as they pleased without let or hirdrance. 

THE FIRST CITY HALL. 

These old citizens remember also the great 
frame superstructure that was put over the 
market-house and was intended fora city hall. 
It wasused for that purpose until one night in 
1832, when it caught fire and was burned do wn 

Sixth street at that time was not opened south 
ot Jefferson street. Green street was opened a 
little way but stopped at Sixth street. Major 
Oldham had a lot of frame houses at the corner 
of Sixth and Broadway. The Rev. Mr. Banka, a 
Preabyterian minister, kept a school in an old 
frame building that stood on the southwest cor- 
ner of Jefferson and Fifth streets, near where 
the pump now is, and when the school left that 
place Mr. Murphy kept a grocery atore there. 

The only brick house on Jefferson street was 
one that stood where the United States Hote; 
now does, at the corner of Fourth and Jefferson 
streets. It was the residence of Mr. Clark. Mr. 
Walker Alsop kept a school on Third street, be 
tween Market and Jefferson streets, but he after- 
wards gave it upand became a miller. There 
was a rope walk west of Sixth street, where 
Green street now is. 

THE FIRST THEATER. 

The first theater in our city was on the north 
side of Jefferson street, between Third and 
Fourth streets. Adjoining it was the Common- 
wealth Bank. As early as 1809 there were thea- 
trical performances here. We know this, be- 
cause in that year the Trustees resolved that 
“every person or persons who shall perform 
plays or exhibit as play-actors, wire-dancers,” 
&., should pay for each performance the sum of 
three dollars. The Drake Company, which per- 
formed in the old Louisville Theater, has seldom 
since been surpassed in talent. Charley Par 
sons, now the Rev. Charles Parsons, D. D., per- 
formed in it, as also did Sam. Drake, Sr., Sam. 
Drake, Jr., Mrs. A. Drake, a very popular actress, 
and Aleck. Drake, who had rare talent for 
comedy. 

VALUE OF PROPERTY. 

Where Deppen’s handsome clothing-store now 
stands, on the northeast corner of Market and 
Fourth streets, was sold by Sam Brown to Wm. 
G. Paine for five thousand dollars. It fronted 
about 103 feet on Market and as many on Fourth 
street, and is to-day worth several hundred 
thousand dollars. At that early day the prinei- 
pal flouring mill for this whole section of ooun- 
try was on the northeast corner l Kighth and 
Jefferson streets.

that extra guards have to be maintained all the 
time and special care taken to inspect the cells 
frequently. The kitchen is in the cellar, and all 
the main water-cioset pipes and waste-water 
pipes of the whole building pass through the 
kitchen. These pipes are said to burst one or 
more times every fortnight, and it is not unusual 
to have the eooking for the keepers and nearly a 
hundred prisoners done when there is over a foot 
deep of water on the kitchen floor. The impro- 
priety of having the main outlet for the filth of 
the prison pass through the kitchen is obvious. 
THE WORK OF REPAIRING. 

The authorities becoming convinced that 
something had to be done about jail acoommo- 
dations have authorized the expenditure of 
$13,000 in putting the old Needham jail in good 
condition. Competent persons believe that when 
it is finished it will answer for sometime. The 
repairs and alterations are made under the di- 
rection of Mr. Whitestone. As the old jail ad- 
joins the new one, it ts probable that the new 
one may be made available for the temporary 
detention of drunken and disorderly cases, or 
female prisoners, or for public offices, while all 
the felony cases will be kept more securely in 
the oid jail. It is not yet determined where the 
kitchen is to be, but Mr. Camp insists that it 
should be built adjoining the old jail, and not be 
required to remain so ineonveniently located in 


the cellar. 
THE PRISONERS IN THE JAIL. 


At this time there are confined in the new jail 
between eighty and ninety prisoners, of whom 
seventeen are charged with murder; twelve with 
cutting or shooting with intent to kill; eleven 
with illicit distilling, which goes by the technical 
name of moonshining, and fifty-one for grand 
larceny. They are prisoners to be tried in the 
Circuit Court, prisoners to be tried in the United 
States Court and persons arrested for drunken 
or disorderly conduct in one of the police dis- 
tricts of the city and kept in jeik whichis ro- 
garded as a police station, until they can be 
taken before the Police Court. Inthe month of 


discrderly conduct, in which the parties arrest- 
ed were taken tothe jail for safe keeping until 
they could be taken before the Police Court. Of 
these prisovers, 77 were fed on Sunday, as they 
eonld not be kept from the time of 
their arrest, on Saturday night, to 
the session of the Police Court on Monday 
morning, without food. Of those arrested to be 
tekem to the Police Court sixty per cent. are 
bailed out. Of fifty-seven prisoners between 
September 10 and September 28 awaiting indict- 
ment by the grand jury of the Circuit Court or 
trial under indictments, there weré nineteen 
bailed out. Of twenty-five prisoners to be tried 
in the Federal Court fourteen gave bail between, 
September 10 and September W. and six others 
have had their cases transferred to the Circuit 
Court. Of fifty-seven Circuit Court prisoners 
forty-three are colored, thirty-four being males 
and nine females. Of the twenty-five Federal 
prisoners sixteen are colored, thirteen being 
males and three females, Among the prisoners 
are fourteen charged with Kukiuxing, and four 
others who are accused of being concerned in 
the Frankfort mob that killed negroes. 
GENERAL CHARACTER. 

At each term of the Circuit Court all prisoners 
in the jail have their cases taken before the 
gtand jury. We do not believe that at this time 
there are many very bad meninthe jail. Most 
of them are ignorant and unfortunate. In many 
cases the indulgence in strong drink bas been 
the cause of their getting into trouble. Very 
few of them have had any moral training. Near- 
ly all of them have been badly brought up. None 
of them are aged or seem to have had much ex- 
perience of life. Not atx of them have an ordi- 
nary English education. Some of them have un- 
doubtedly bad passions and have indulged in 
vicious practices, but it is a little strange that, 
though a geod many of them are accused of 
stealing, there is no one who is known as a pro- 
fessional thief. Perhaps the war that is made on 
thieves by our police has something to do with 
this. It is certainly strange to find among a hun- 
dred inmates of a jail not a single professional 
pickpocket or burglar. Reckless violence, in 
most cases stimulated by strong drink, is a pre- 
vailing offense. 

JAIL REGULATIONS, 

In the jailthe prisoners are ailowed to be in 
the hall for exercise and air from 5 o'clock in the 
morning to 6 o'clock in the evening. At 9 o'clock 
each morning the prisoners have breakfast, and 
at 1½ o'clock v. u. they have dinner. The food 
s heaithy and abundant, and the dict is changed 
daily. At this time the food is largely of vege- 
tables. In the celis there is good bedding, com- 
fortable mattresses and blankets. The prisoners 
are allowed to spend the whole day in the hall so 
that they may have air and exercise. They spend 
the time lounging listlessly about, or play- 
ing cards, joking and trying in every possible way 
to kill time. Very few of them have any money 
to buy newspapers, or could read them if they 
had them; but in obedience to the regulations 
of the prison the cells and hall are kept clean, 
and the prisoners, thanks to change of diet aud 
the attention given to their welfare, enjoy gon- 
eral good health, there being only about 4 per 
cent. sick. The hospital of the institution is in 
the upper part of the building, and the prisoners 
say that when sick they are well caredfor. The 
management of the prison is firm but never 
eruel, the only punishment for misbehavior 
being locking the offender in his or her cell. The

THE EARLY CHURCHES.

Con- 
tinued Mr, Raxpoiru: “It was under this 
impulse that I announced the loss of a 
man whose legal reputation transcended

This demonstrates the utter inconsisten- 
cy of Mr. RanNpotrn’s apparent unac- 
quaintance with his subsequent grief at his 
believed death prefaced by his. worship at 
the sick door, which he himself so pathet- 
ically pictures.

Coming into Congress soon after was a 
man the more like him than any who ever 
lived, except in the quality of health.

We know from the Gospels 
that our Divine Redeemer was not condemned

THE LAST GALLOWS SHOW. 


Hanging of Wilson at Harttord—The 
Murderer of a Tyrannical 
Prison Warden Dies 
Game. 


His Attempted Suicide. 


[Cincinnati Commercial Special, Oct. 15.] 
David Kautly, alias James Wilson, the mur- 
derer of the warden of the Connecticut prison, 
ended his eventful life to-day, in Hartford, 
after a most desperate effort made afew hours 
before to cheat the gallows. He retired to 
rest at 10 o'clock last night, with the eye of 
his keepers, Deputy Sherids inch and Lord, 
upon him. The former of these remained on 
guard until 2 o’clock, when he was relieved 
by Lord. Up to this time the condemned man 
had laid quietly on his bed, and was believed 
to be asleep. A short time after this the dep- 
uty on guard thought he heard an unusual 
breathing inside the cell, and Wilson seemed 
restiess and gave other evidences of pain. The 
watcher at once called Mr. Finch, and together 
they entered the cell and found Wilson lying 
on his back, his right hand clasped over his 
breast, the forefinger pressing hard agaiust 
his heart. On examining him they found a 
smal] wound over the hear. From this bole, 
no larger than a shirt button, had oozed three 
or four drops of blood. A pressure on this 
spot seemed to cause pain, and the body shook 
convulsiyely. 

Dr. George J. Hawley, the jail physician, 
was at once gmmmoned and found the pulse 
very low, so low, in fact, that it could hardly 
be felt. He could decide upon nothing to re- 
lieve Wilson until further cxamination was 
made. Later, another physiciay visited the 
cel, and it was decided to hold a medical 
consultation at 9 o'clock. 

During all this time Wilson was lying per- 
feetly quiet, and to all appearances perfecily 
insensible 

He breathed regularly and strong; his eyes 
and mouth remained closed., the eyelids 
slightly twitch'ng. Ifa fly lit upon his face 
the muscles would twitch, but this was the 
only sicn of consciousness he showed from 
the time he was discovered up to the examin- 
ation of the physicians. Soon after the phy- 
sicians leit him, however, Wilson showed signs 
of consciousness. He opened his 95 and 
after a few minutes, motioned with his hand 
for water. It was given him, but the drink- 
ing of it seemed to cause great pain. He then 
nodded to his keepers, who were now watch- 
ing bim with the intensity of cats, and pointed 
to his breast. He measured on his finger 
about three or four inches, as if to say the 
weapon used was that length. He then pointed 
under his pillow; and on looking there the 
keepers found a letter addressed to Sheriff 
Russell, It was as follows: 

To Sheriff Rucsell: 

I never intended to be hanged. For fear that 
you may blame some of my friends, I will say 
that the wire used to interfere with your ar- 
rangements was procured by me in the State 
prison two months ago. I took it from my ra- 
tion-pan and sharpened it on the stone floor. I 
then wrapped it ina piece of leather torn from 
the Bible, and hid it where I have carried it ever 
since, taking it out at night A It is proper to 
die in the cause of humanity, but it is exceed - 
ingly hard to be hanged in any cause. 
WILSON. 
In a few minutes Wilson spoke; he said: 
Man is a strar.ge being.“ After this he made 
some other remarks, aud finally explained how 
he got the wire, and how he used it. He said 
he did not push it all the way in at first, but 
felt around with it for his heart. He finally 
touched the heart, but, as he supposed, a little 
too low down. He then depressed the wire on 
the outside so as to bring the point higher up, 
took his testament in his hand and with the 
book drove it clear in till the skin closed-over 
it. He thought he would be dead intwo 
minutes, and as he said this, he remarked with 
a sigh: It is too bad—I didn’t finish the job.“ 
It having been determined to proceed with the 
execution, the sheriff made his preparations 
and repaired to the jail at 1 — 

The man was found to be suffering terribly, 
and anxious to have the horrible scene over, 
since it had to be done, and the good chaplain 
Wooding remained by his side asking if he 
should pray for him. Wilson said:

HUNG IN CHICAGO. 


The Fate of Barney Aaron, Bill Tra- 
cey, Im Munday and 
Jim Brown. 


A GOOD RIDDANCE. 


From the New York World, Oct. 13,] 
With the terrible news of disaster and 
calamity flashed across the electric wires from 
Chicago yesterday came the cheering intelli- 
gence that, by the stern rigor of the martial- 
law of General Sheridan, this city had been 
released forever from the depredations of as 
vile a gang of lawless scoundrels as ever 
picked a pocket or cut a throat. The 
dispatches stated that James Munday, Barney 
Aaron, Bill Tracey, Jim Brown, Edward New- 
‘man, famous under the alias of Dutch Hein- 
richs, and Joe Butts, the bank robber, were 
shot and hung-by the United States soldiers, 
having been caught red-handed in the midst 
of their robberies. The receipt of this news 
brought a feeling of joy to the heart of ever 
respectable man in this city acquainted with 
the evil character of these ruffians, and a corre- 
sponding feeling of regret and fear among the 
roughs and thieves of Houston street and 
Broadway with whom they associated. 
William Tracey was a young man of rather 
slim build, with light hair and mustache, 
about 30 vears of age. He was bornin the 
Eleventh Ward, near Avenue B. where his 
mother now resides. Irom his youth up he 
eonsorted with thieves, and drifted into their 
ways, soon becoming noted as an expert pick- 
pocket. He consorted chiefly with the Eighth 
and Four.eenth Ward gangs of thieves, es- 
pecially frequenting the rendezvous for them 
at Houston street and Broadway, where he 
distinguished himself among his fellows by 
his excess in dress. He was the intimate 
friend and companion of Jimmy Hag- 
gerty, the Philadelphia burglar, and i 
was owing to his fighting with 
Draper, the Badger King,“ that Reddy the 
Blacksmith shot Haggerty dead in Patsy 
Ewan’s saloon, at the corner of Houston street 
and Broadway, ou the moning of Wednesday, 
January 25th. Previous to Haggerty and 
Tracey entering Egun's saloon that morning 
they had been on a drunken brawl at Mace's 
saloon, The Capitol,“ in West Twenty-third 
street, where Tracey severely beat Officer Me- 
Cullagh, of the Twenty-ninth precinct. Since 
the death of Haggerty, Tracey hasivery seldom 
been in this city, being almost all the time 
thieving with Barney Aaron and the Western 
gung of pickpockets through the country. 
While in town he resided in Twenty-fourth 
street with his wife, formerly a female shop- 
lifter, 
Barney Aaron was a cockney, having been 
born in London, England. He was a son of 
old Barney Aaron, the English pugilist. His 
aye up to a weck ago was about 37 years. He 
came to this country over twenty years ago, 
and boarded in William street with a family 
numec Sickles. He soon became a pickpock- 
et, and varied his occupation with prize- 
fighting. He fought Billy Edwards and Sam 
Collver, and beat them. He was what is 
known as a feather-weicht, or the light-weight 
pugilist. But as he grew old Barney found 
thieving the most profitable, and organ- 
izing a mob or gang of pickpockets, who 
worked the Southern cotton fairs in the 
fall and the Western cities in the winter 
of the year. When Jerry Dann shot Jim 
Logan in Houston street and cscaped from 
the city, he made for New Orleans; and there 
joined Barney and the mob. And when de- 
tectives Irving and Dusenbury captured Dunn 
near St. Louis, they found that Barney and 
the gang were ubiquitous over the West. 
This summer while in Cincinnati and Cleve- 
land, the writer heard of Barney and the gang 
having been there, and so on all over. Aaron 
is about 5 feet 64¢ inches, prominent nose 
steel-grey eyes, and light brown hair and 
moustache. He was a dapper, well-dressed 
man, and so disguised his age that, though 37 
years of age, he looked toa casual observer 
only 25. He was a pal, or companion of 
Tracey. 
Jimmy Munday, another of the slaughtered 
innocents, is one of four brothers—all thicves. 
The eldesi—Peter—is in jail in New Orleans 
waiting trial for shooting a police officer; 
Charley is in Sing Sing for five ycars for bur- 
‘lary: and the youngest of the four—Eddie 
funday—is in Moyamensing Prison, Pa. Mun- 
day was about 35 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches 
high, well built, with light auburn hair aud 
moustache. Munday was never noted as a 
first-class pickpocket, but rather acted as a 
‘“etall” or cover for the more artistic thief. 
He served a couple of terms here for larceny. 
Jim Brown is the brother of Walter Brown, 
the bank sneak-robber, and a thief of the 
meanest kind. He used to be a bar-tender 
for Dan Noble, the bond-thief, when the lat- 
ter kept his saloon for thieves in the Eighth 
ward. Brown is also a pickpocket, and is 
22 vears of age, five feet nine inches in hight, 
dark complexion, and was a native of Troy. 
These are all of the gang who have actually 
been killed. Dutch Heinrichs was at his 
house in Third avenue with his wife, The. 
Davis's sister, last night; and Joe Butts, an- 
other bank - robber, was around Broad way yes- 
terday afternoon. So that the bankers of the 
city should not be lulled into a sense of false 
security by the rumor that these pests have 
been removed.

A Party of Laborers in a Caving-in 
Sewer. 

The work of building a sewer on Walnut stree 
yesterday reached the crossing of Sixth str 
and in order to push forward the work witho 
deterrigg the passage of cars over the Walnat 
and Sixth street railways, Contractor King 
caused a tunnel to be made under the crogsing. 
While the workmen were engaged laying the 
bottom of the sewer, about 4 o'clock in the even- 
ing, the embankment caved in, falling upon Mr.
